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NOTE: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the combination of Meyer and Cleary do not teach "a plurality of predetermined timing sets'* as changes to hardware 
or OS does not occur at predetermined time. Examiner disagrees. Configuration is captured at the time when changes happen. Such a 
change can be considered predetermined as the administrator typically schedules the maintenance in advance to change the 
hardware/OS. Therefore, this limitation is obvious in view of Meyer. 

Applicant further argues that Mayer does not teach "wherein the predetermined timing sets comprise timing after OS is activated". 
Examiner disagrees. Lines 50-60 of column 2 mention the words "Compaq Diagnostics for Windows", which means the tool needs 
windows OS. Line 60 of column 2 mentions that operating system level diagnostics are used. Therefore, the tool requires OS to be 
activated first.
